Run Refrigerators On Just Sunshine 


The household of a London 
University teacher. at Sidcup, 
Kent, is hoping fof a sunny 
summer. The more sunshine we 
have, the more Dr. H. Hey- 
wood will enjoy free hot baths 
or easy washing up with lots of 
hot water. 

At\the side of his house a 
solar’ water heater traps the 
warmth of the sun in a mesh of 
glass tubes and heats © fifteert 
gallons of water to 160 degrees 
Fahrenheit ~ or 71 degrees Cen- 
tigrade. 

Some neighbours think tt just 
an amusing novelty. But the 
truth is that Dr. Heywood’s 
sunny home help points to a 
new era in the household use 
of solar energy 

Not-long ago a United States 
scientist stepped outside his door 
and performed one of the routine 
hot-weather tricks of New York 
by frying an egg on the pave- 
ment. He explained to students 
that if the pavement had been 
insulated on the underside to 
prevent escape of heat into the 
ground, the eggs would have 
fried a minute faster. With two 
glass plates and a film of water 
to trap the sun’s heat, instead of 
a paving slab, the eggs could 
have been boiled. 

At Mount Wilson Observatory, 
California, the astronomers have 
a solar cooker. Mirrors of spe- 
cial cut and design concentrate 
the sun’s. rays on heating ele- 
ments in such a way that the 
scientists can bake bread or cook 
themselves a chicken dinner. A 
small battery keeps the trap- 
mirrors constantly focused on 
the sun — like a burning glass. 

Clouds sometimes cut off the 
supply like the click of a switch. 
But the cooking goes on. For oil 
has meantime been heated by

rufis the ‘frig. 
As much solar energy pours 
on the earth in an hour as the 


output of 21,000 millioth.tons of 


coal; and even cloudy Britain 


can count on an average 1,500 
hours’ sunshine a year. Ever 
since Archimedes in the third 


century B.C. erected huge mir- 
rors at Syracuse to set a besieg- 
ing Roman navy aflame, the idea 
of harnessing sunshine has ob- 
sessed scientists. 

The difficulties of trapping 
sunpower in a confined space 
Without great capital expense, 
the inefficiency of existing _mir- 
rors .and methods of storage were 
always perplexing problems. Yet 
today sunshine is cooling a cine- 
ma in Tangier, supplying water 
heating ‘for schools in Nigeria, 
and sun-warmed oil, stored by 
day now provides night heating 
to French Army hospitals in Al- 
geria. 

Maybe you, too, will soon use 
sunshine indoors as well as out. 
The Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology has built two houses 
with flatplate sun storers in- 
cluded in the sloping roofs. 
Passed into chemicals, the heat 
is then drawn to storage radia- 
tors that heat the rooms 

In an observatory at Meudon, 
on the outskirts of Paris, the 
rays of the sun are harnessed by 
mirrors to a solar furnace. There, 
in concentration, they can melt 
any metal into liquid, including 
thorium, one of the toughest me- 
tals known. Temperatures | as 
high as 9,000 degrees Fahrenheit 
have been obtained 

A Spanish scientist, Frederico 
Mollero, was placed in charge 
of a new helio, or sun, institute 
in Soviet Russia with huge mir- 
ror installatioris. 

He dreamed of the fruits of 
solar energy in the vast arid re- 
gions of Soviet Central Asia, 
particularly around the agricul- 
tural area of Tashkent, remote 
from sources of ordinary fuel. 

Today, the Soviets boast that 
long-distance shipments of fuel 
40 Tashkent are no longer neces~- 
sary. Sunpower plants provide 
all the heat and power neces- 
sary at the two great govern- 
ment cannery and frozen storage 
plants. Another helio-installa- 
tion is in use at a metal smelt- 
ing works and helio-engines are 
to be used in local silk weaving 
and jeather-tanning

Some Wild Women 


One August morning in 1830, 
Duke of Bourbon and 


She had been-Sophie Dawes, 
blue-eyed, dark-haired 


England—and heir to a great 
fortune. 


Her freshness and vigour 
under mob-cap and frilled apron 
attracted him. He engaged tutors 
to teach her music, dancing de- 
portment, French, Latin and 
Greek. 


When he returned to Paris 
she went, too, and was soon in- 
stalled by him in the vast Pal- 
ais Bourbon. Not content with 
that, she wanted jal recogni- 
tion and presentation at court. 
Posing as the Duke's illegitimate 
daughter, she looked about for a 
respectable husband and duly 
married the Baron de Feucheres, 
officer of the royal guard. 

She could show only con- 
tempt for the man who had serv- 
er her purpose. Suspecting her 
relations with the Duke, he tax- 
ed her with them. At first she 
stoutly defended them, . then 

_ shrieked in temper: “Very well, 
then, if you want to know, I 
am the Duke’s mistress! Fool 


that you are, not to have known 


it!” 

Outraged, her husband thrash- 
ed her with his riding whip, 
then repaid her dowry and div- 
orced her. She was now 24, the 
Duke 68, ailing and crippled by 
a fall from a horse. To get her 
back, he offered to leave her 
£40,000 in his will and give her 
Saint Leu, a fine estate bringing 
in £800 a year. 

' Sophie, at 38, was “a fObust 
wench with the mus- 
cles of a coal-heaver, the sen- 
sibllity of'an alligator, the per- 
sistence of a gadfly,” says Mar- 
jorie Coryn in fascinating book 
ot biographies, “Enchanters of 
Men.” Ruthlessly she set about 
ba are the Duke's servants 
ith crea of her qwn. For 
her n , James Dawes, a 
t, hulking ex-street-pOrter, 
coaxed from the Duke a bar- 
onial estate and the post of first 
equerry. 

She bullied the old Duke un- 
mercifully, shouted and swore 
at him, slammed doors in his 
face, even struck him. “She 
beats me,” he pathetically com-

_~ plained. “T can’t go on living like 
ti : 


To get money, she sold one of 


his beloved packs of hounds and | 


most of his famous stables, which 
enabled her to turn away more 
old servants, adding to his dist- 
ress. He was now completely in 
her power, could not venture 
out unless attended by one of 
her evil crew, could not receive 
or send a letter that she did not 
first read. When he locked him- 
self in his apartment she ham- 
mered furiously on the doors, 
hurled threats at him.. 
One night in July, 1830, he 
came staggering out half-dressed, 
calling forchis trusted servant 
Manoury. A friend found him in 
distraught, in semi-collapse, cry- 
ing, “Madame de Feucheres is 
an evil woman! I wish | were 
dead!” His eyes were bruised, 
bloodshot, swollen. There were 
bruises on hiis body and legs. 
Desperate, his only hope was 
to escape. To this end he arrang- 
ed with his friend, the Baron de 
Choulot, that a carriage be 
bought and hidden in a nearby 
wood. A million francs were to 
be transferred to a London 
bank, Manoury to obtain pass 
ports. They would make their 
way separately to the carriage, 
and so to the coast and England

sign for his wares.

This is patticularly true on 
heavy clay soils where poor soil 
drainage exists Most of the 
irrigation areas in Southwestern 
Saskatchewan are located on 
such soils, states a report from 
the Experimental Station at 
Swift Current, Sask 

On heavy clay soils, difficulty 
is often encountered in getting 
water into the soil. But these 
soils often crack open very 
deeply when they become dry 
and enormous quantities of water 
can_be taken into the soil through 
these cracks. This will result in 
a water-logged soil.. While the 
soil is in this condition, oxygen 
cannot get into the root area and 
darbon dioxide cannot get out. 
When this happens, the plants 
. cannot take up sufficient quan- 
tities of the required minerals to 
maintain proper growth, and low 
yields are the final result. These 
low yields are frequently blamed 
on an infertile soil, but the real 
cjuse can more often be traced 
to over-irrigation- 

Over-irrigation can also bring 
about the formation of an alkali 


soil, in areas where alkali is com-. 


mon, by increasing the concen- 
trations of salts in the surface 
soil. When this happens, the 
land is usually abandoned, be- 
cause the cost. of reclaiming al 
kali lands is too great

Irrigation can be a very useful 
method of increasing crop pro- 
duction but misuse of irrigation 
waters can easily result _in very 
poor crops, and eventually the 
complete loss of the land. There- 
fore, every irrigator should care- 
fully consider his _ irrigation 
methods to make sure he is not 
over-irrigating. Much more care 
is required when using the 
gravity flood irrigation method 
than with the newer sprinkler 
irrigation systems. Wherever 
possible, two or three light irri- 
gations should be used in pre- 
ference to one heavy irrigation. 
This will enable the irrigator to 
avoid the danger of over-irriga 
tion, and at the same time, reap 
the benefits of larger yields

Coffee In Britain 
Still Runs Second 


Before the last war, for every 
coffee drinker in Britain, there 
were around five thousand habi- 
tual drinkers of tea. Then tea 
was rationed, and for the first 


time in large numbers, we be-° 


came coffee drinkers. 


Why was there plenty of coffee 
then? Because we captured ene- 
my ships laden with the aroma- 
tic brown berry. But now world 
supplies are down and so the 
price of coffee is soaring states 
a writer in “Tit Bits.” 


The beginnings of the coffee 
story are shrouded in legend. 
One of these is that the Arab 
Sheik Oman once fled from his 
enemies into the mountains of 
southern Arabia. There he suf- 
fered hunger, but finding a wild 
berry chewed it and found i, 
sustaining 


Back in his own territory, he 
made a brew — the first coffee 
ever drunk. 


Pilgrims to Mecca took the 
new drink to sustain them dur- 
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ing the long Moslem ceremonies - 


and by the sixteenth century the 
Turks acquired the coffee house 
habit. : . 

‘Then a Venetian, Petro di la 
Valle, travelled to Constantin- 
ople, drank coffee for the first 
time, and returhed home with 
a supply. ; 

But coffee is not so easy to 
brew as tea and it took a French- 
man, de la Roque, to master the 
art and show just how delicious 
the roasted wild berry could be 
made, 


The first coffee shop in Europe 
was opened in Marseilles in 
1615. The first English coffee 
shop opened in Oxford at about 
the same time, Then a merchant 
was seen near the Royal Ex- 
change, London, accompanied 
by a foreign-looking man. * 

“This is my new Greek ser- 
vant,” he explained. He then 
produced a handful of beans. 
“These make an incomparable 
beverage,” he said, “I am going 
to open a tavern for its sale.” 

The first London coffee house

Night At The Top 
Of Famous Statue

Many years ago (forty-nine to 
be exact, in 1904) I had a memor- 
able. experience watching birds 
on migration, high in the air, 
within the limits of greater New 
York. In company with Madison 
Grant, Secretary of the Zoologi- 
cal Society, I obtained permission 
from the city authorities to spend 
a night in the top of the Statue 
of Liberty. 

As if I were planning an 4as- 
sault on Mount Everest, I made 
my base camp in the crown and 
my advance perch, or roost, in 
the torch. .-. . 


The day had been clear, but as 
the sun sank lower, clouds col- 


. lected, and soon there began that 
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ether penny, straw and a place

war by the Germans

rivals, the roasted coffee berry 
held ita place.

most wonderful of earthly sights 
—an ever familiar, ever new sun- 
set. The sun became obscured, 
but I knew when it sank below 
the hidden horizon by the sunset 
guns echoing from fort to fort. 


Half an hour later the whole 
outlook had changed. After the 
béacon of the statue had been 
turned on, a feeling of complete 
isolation became very real, and 
the distant glimmering lights of 
the city made this sensation more 
inténse. One felt suspended in 
mid-air with no apparent con- 
tact with sea or land. .. 

As the fog increased and con- 
densed in the warmth to almost 
rain, birds began to pass through 


the periphery of illumination, 
then ‘to strike intermittently 
against railing and glass. I 


crouched low behind what pro- 
tection I could find, to avoid be- 
ing hit. One warbler flew against 
my coat and sank down panting. 
They came in waves, a few scat- 
tered birds, then a mob, swift and 
dense as a swarm of golden bees. 
All appeared bright and shining 
as they passed. Occasionally a 
dezen or more would seem to 
come in obliquely to the general 
line of flight, and at slower speed, 
In this case they would all keep 
on to the light, but put their 
feather brakes on in time, so that 
I would have five or six spar- 
rows clinging to me at one time, 
unharmed, wings spread, 
back, panting. ' 

For the period of a few hours 
I was permitted to share the feel- 
ings and activities of birds on 
migration, sensing altitude, iso- 
lation, darkness, wind, - speed, 
and the awful confusion and 
dangers of Jight-in-fog. 

At three o’clock in the morning 
the fog had lifted, and there was 
neither sight nor sound ofthe 


birds. They had flown down 


somewhere to a precarious land- 
ing in the thinning fog, or had 
reascended to migration levels. 
1 climbed again into the torch 
and watched for the first hint 
of dawn and life. The first came 
almost perceptibly as a pale line 
of gradually brightening light. 
Prosaic tugs appeared and 
smoke arose from a hundred 
chimneys: a new day had begun 
over New York City. — From

Lifelong Wait For 
Lost Sweetheart 


Who was the beautiful guest 
for whom an Amercan waited 
for thirty-seven years in a lux- 
ury yacht off the Essex coast: 

We shall. probably never know. 
The man who waited all those 
years is aead and he carried his 
secret to. the grave 

The yacht Valfreyia first made 
her appearance off Brightlingsea 
on the Essex coast in 1889. On 
board was the owner, McEvers 
Bayard Brown, an Americen mul 
ti-millionaire, with his full staff. 
And for the next thirty-seven 
years the Valfreyia was kept in 
readiness to sail at a moment's 
notice. 

Built originally for King Ed 
ward VII, as Prince of Wales, the 
Valfreyia was bought by Brown 
for $125,000 especially, it is be- 
lieved, for his beautiful guest. In 
England he had met a girl with 
whom he had fallen in love, and 


. legend has it that she and Brown 


had had a tiff, but that she had 
promised to meet him at Bright- 
lingsea if she should change her 
view about living in Ameries 
Brown endeared himself to the 
hearts of the Brightlingsea folk 
when, during the harsh winter of 
1891. he distributed money to the 
people to ward off the hufger 
which threatened them owing to 
the bad oyster fishing season 
No women were ever allowed 
on the vachtfi and once when a 
distant female. relative of 
Brown's arrived, he met her at 
the foot of the gangplank and 
told her: ‘Your train leave in 
thirty minutes. madam.’ 
Newspaper reporters from Lon- 
don received short shrift. No in- 
were allowed. Once a 
reporter asked him, 
“For whom are you waiting, if 
you are waiting for someoner”’ 
To which Brown replied, “Aren't 
we all waiting for someone?"

A crack on the jaw can mean 
curtains for a boxer.

They began by treating him 
“rough”. Buying a bicycle on 
the instalment plan, he left it one 
evening on the stairway outside 
the club gooms Some bounder 
stole it, Yet... “but for the 
club and the lessons it taught 
me,” he said, ‘1 would probably 
never have been ordained.” 

Humour kept shining through 
his ordeals Once, as he helped to 
earry a two-stone barrel of gin- 
ger beer up the stairs for a club 
spree, it burst. The future bishop 


. though engulfed in laughter, was 


dripping with pop juice! 

Yes, examples. are numerous 
and uplifting of mishaps on the 
stairways of first-class careers. 
How rewarding they proved. 
How free of claptrap they made 
In 1891 George King ar- 
ge in London from the U.S.A. 

wanted fo hop along to that 
‘down 
under,” Australia To further his 
schemes, he bribed a deck-hand 
to stow him away on an Australia- 
bound boat. But sailing down the 
Thames, hé was discovered and 
dumped ashore at Tilbury 

“So that’s Australia, that was,” 
he ruminated. Now, penniless, 
jobless and homeless, he’ tried to 
yet work as a dock-hand But the 
dockers, hard hit then by unem- 
ployment, protested. ‘Want no 
bloomin’ upstarts ‘ere!” was their 
ery Soon he was in the thick of 


a fight. Hostile fists flayed round . 


his ‘ears. His own were busy, too. 

The courage of young King 
irapressed @ watching ganger. “Hi, 
youngster!” he shouted, “I've a 
job for you, if you want it,” So 
King stayed in London's Pool, 
knuckled down to its ways, did 
well and finally launched his 
own firm. Today that firm, really 
founded through the dockside 
fight, counts 1,000 employees, its 
business being Gfane, hoist and 
conveyor manufacture. And the 
proudest emblem in the direc- 
tors’ board-room is the hook 
used by King as an up-and-com- 
ing dock labourer. 

That womenfolk the world 
over should be indebted today to 
a Canadian mother's tragic be- 
reatement ‘may *seem strange, 
But it is true. The*Women's In- 
stitute movement owes its con- 
ception to Mrs, Adelaide Hood- 
less, of Hamilton, Ontario. 

She lost her eighteen-month-old 
son, and through her grief con- 
ceived the idea of self-help for 
isolated countrywomen, The boy 
had died because he drank im- 
pure milk. He would not have 
died, his mother recognized, had 
she ‘been more knowledgeable. 
Her lecture of February 19th, 
1897, delivered at Squire's Hall, 
Stoney Creek, marked the birth 
of the first Women’s Institute. 
Her entreaties turned the 101 
women and one brave man who 
tistened to her into crusaders 

it was the tragic death of a 
child which recently gave the 
Abbe Pierre his long-awaited 
chance ‘to ‘revolutionize France's 
post-war rehousing programme 
For months, this bearded, toiling 
crusader had campaigned in vain 
ngainst hideous slum conditions 
which were causing loss of life, 
disease and untold = suffering 
Successive governments sympa- 
thized. but did nothing. 

‘Then a baby died of exposure 
in a disused "bus, “home” of the 
parents. The Abbe, his indigna- 
tion finally controlled, wrote now 
to the Minister of Reconstruc- 
tion and invited him to the fup- 
eral The Minister came, was 
touched by the piteous scenes he

witnessed, and so set in motion 
the much-needed springs of gov- 


ernment action to rehouse 
France's needy families 
Experience emphasizes that 


there is no sort of disaster over 
which the human spirit cannot 
prevail. Those, indeed, who pass 
through the fire are often hard- 
ened by it, to their own and the 
world’s advantage. 


Still short of sixty, Mr, Stan- 
ley Swash, managing director of 

oolworths Ltd. ranks as one 
of Britain's most highly paid ex- 
ecutives. Thirty years back he 
started worked in the firm's Ox- 
ford Street store. And meteoric 
as his climb proved, from assi- 
tant to manager, from area su-

“] had an exceptionally hard 
time of it when I was trying to 
gain a footing in journalism. J 
could get very. little printed . 
A tung went wrong and while I 
was lying on my back it was 
impera that I should write 
articles and sell them or go to 
the parish infirmary.” 

Had H. G. Wells lived in & 
modern welfare state, would he 
have been so goaded? 

An accidental setback turned, 
too, an athletic young chap into 
a prodigiously successful and 
world-famous cartoonist 

Millions know Robert Ripley's 
“Believe it or Not” series. Yet 
for all the incredible facts he dug 
out and cartooned, his greatest 
“Believe it or Not’ story was him- 
self 

A seratch golfer, first-class ten- 
nis player and useful boxer, he 
was also a brilliant basebati 
pitchery But one day he over- 
pitched and broke his arm by .the 
throw. The accident sent him back 
to the drawing-board, a school- 
boy hobby of his. Slowly, he be- 
gan to prosper, then through # 
happy thought he decided to re- 
tifle a series’ of sports odditie} 
called “Champs and Chumps.”

It is often best to be born with- 
out a silver spoon in your mouth 
if you're going to fight your way 
to success like John D Rocke 
feller did. 
His critics described him as an 
aged dodderer, paralyzed by 
chronic dispepsia, living in dread 
of his life, and condemned to a 
daily diet of bread and milk.

But there are dangers ahead— 
whether you're aware of them 
or not. Food poisoning, in any 
one of its various forms, can 
spoil your summer fun, and even 
end in tragedy, unless you are 
constantly on guard against it. 
Here are some of the facts. ‘ 


* > * 


FOOD POISONING MENACE 

Food poisoning occurs when, 
by mistake, some article of food 
is eaten which is poisonous itself, 
or which has been contaminated 
from an outside source. Poison- 
ous berries, fungi mistaken. for 
mushrooms, diseased meat and 
poisonous shell fish, have taken 
their toll from time to time. But 
the most common cases of. food 
poisoning are those caused by 
food infections or food intoxica- 
tions. ’ 

Tilness from food infection is 
cause@ by bacteria carried into 
the mouth ON FOOD when it is 
eaten. If there are bacteria or 
poisonous toxins IN THE FOOD, 
‘the resultant illness i« due to 
food intoxication. 


We hear of cases of food poi- 
soning where a number of people 
are stricken after a church pic- 


} ge Yet few people. realize that 
game common food, poisoning 
bacteria (staphylococci, salmon- 
gllae and streptococci if you want 
their names!) may be present in 
foods prepared at home, even 
though the kitchen may be scru- 
pulously clean. The bacteria or 
resultant toxins may be in the 
food when it is purchased or may 
be introduced by any person 
handling the food as it is sold, 
prepared or served. 

There is no red warning light 
te flash on and off when food 
gee bacteria lurk in your 
ood. But there are sensible pre- 
cautions or danger signals which, 
tf heeded, will prevent or dis- 
courage bacterial growth. Warm 
summer days increase the need 
for obeying the danger signs. 
You'll want to recognize them 
when they appear. 

& * * 
THE DANGER SIGNS: 
Don’t trust your instincts! 

Usually the guilty food’ does 
not logk or taste or smell spoil- 
ed. If you're in doubt, boil the 
suspicious food rapid®y for sev- 
eral.minutes BEFORE TASTING 
IT. Better still, discard it, and eat 
something else. ¢ 

There's safety in cleanliness! 

Clean food, handled by 
people under sanitary conditions 
will seldom be guilty of causing 
food poisoning Buy yqur food in 
a clean, tidy store. Wash all 
food, even though you plan to 
cook it. Make sure food is stored, 
prepared and eaten in clean sur 
roundings. Public picny 
and campsites are a 
invention, but they 
ways be covered. or thoroughly 
cleaned before using Eapecially 
away from home, children and 
adults should be encouraged to 
wash hands often, Cuts and open

No matter how favourable or 
unfavourable the other condi 
tions, the longer the time between 
preparing and eating the food, 
the greater the danger of food 
poigoning bacte ria developing 
The minutes count, so prepare 
your foods as near to mealtime 
as possible and keep 
and covered until eaten.

It was the collapse ot the North 
American wheat price in 1929-30 
that heralded the worst industrial 
depression this country can re- 
member, for in the end it im- 
poverished the primary producers 
abroad who had been our cus- 
tomers but could no longer buy 
our goods. 


Avoiding Disaster

You Freeze Your Pies And Cakes ?

Freezing is becoming 4 popu- 
lar method of preserving pies, 
cakes and other pre-cooked foods. 
Such frozen foods are a great 
convenience to the housewife as 
a supply in the freezer simpli 
fies future meal preparation. An 
important point to remember 
when freezing any food — cooked 
or fresh — is to use only high 
quality ingredients. Freezing will 
not improve the product; it mere- 
ly retains quality present prior to 
freezing, Miss K. D. Troup, dieti- 
tian at the Morden Experimental 
Station, points out.

One type 
is the sea island of the coast of 
New England and the Maritime 
Provinces. There are between 
four and five thousand of these. 
Most are now privately owned, 
but a few are always for sale at 
prices as low as three or four 
hundred dollars. Usually covered 
with spruce, or fir, they often 


have rocky shores which make

Near the opposite extreme are 
the low, sandy, semitropical is- 
lands of the Florida and Gulf 
coasts. Estimates of the number 
of these range as high as-half a 
million, but the great majority 
of them are either too swampy 
or too dry to be habitable. Thous- 
ands, of course, hover on the bor- 
der fine and can be hauled back 
across it if you have the pioneer- 
ing spirit. A few such can be 
i@ased from state governments. 
But most of the more desirable 
pri¢es depend on the types of 
ones are’ privately owned, and 
houses which have been built on 
them. : 


In most of the eastern part of 


the continent, lake and river is- 
lands are far more numerous than 
coastal ones. The Canadian prov- 
ince of Ontario in fact, may have 
all by itself more than a million 
habitable islands, probably the 
world's greatest concentration of 
small bodies of land surrounded 
by water.

The letter carrier must be a 
mechanic and chauffeur, as all 
classes of mail are collected by 
motor vehicles and large parcel 
post packages and registered 
parcels are delivered by motor 
vehicles. He is used as a collec- 
tion agency in delivering COD 
parcels and unpaid mail, and is 
responsible for all moneys en- 
trusted to his custody as well as 
for the mail and packages. He 
must be a sphinx in respect to 
knowledge acquired by him in 
the performance of his duties 
imparting to no one under penal- 
ty for violation thereof, confi- 
dence received by him in’ his 
employment. 

He must be a trained diplomat 
in handling all classes of people, 
the irate, the quarrelsorme, the 
complaining and the “knockers.” 
He is the buffer between the 
patron whose grievance is not 
redressable and the department, 
charged with responsibility for 
rectifying the complaint of the 
aggrieved. He must be honest, 
loyal, industrious and sober at 
all times, as well as neat and 
circumspect in his attire. 


In summation, a letter carrier 
serves in a dedicated position. 
His job is one of great importance 
to all citizens of our country.

were also deprived of wages 
when called out on strikes which 
involved: few actual grievances 
and resulted in little if any im 


provement in wages or working 
conditions 

One of those convicted, i was 
shown, had used up something 
over $100,000 from the union 
treasusy in defending himself and 
other Officials against the racket 
eering indictments. and there 
seems no way of the unio re 
covering it 

The St. Louis industrial area 
in recent years has been expec 
ially plagued with labor rac ket 
eering in certain of the building 
trades. This had ties with the 
gone world and with politics 
not an infrequent alliance and

There are two attitudes which 
represent extreme positions re- 
specting our economic and social 
order, The one attitude is es- 


poused by those who reject any — 


and every kind of economic plan 
ning or organization. 

They constitute the group of 
extreme individualists or the so- 
called school of economic liberal- 
ism. They want no interference 
whatsoever with the individual 
either from the government or 
from the social pressure of group 
organizations. 

They will tolerate no réstric- 
tions upon individual initiative 
or personal enterprise. They are 
liberal only to. the extent that 
they wish to be liberated from 
all social responsibility. 

They cal) it free enterprise but 
the freedom is for those who 
possess great resources and 
dominating strength rather than 
for the weak or those who de- 
pend simply on their own labour 
for their well-being. : 

They oppose all efforts to 
establish collective bargaining 
by organized labour and they re- 
sent the action of government in 
enacting laws which make such 
collective bargaining obligatory, 

If there is to be any social 
planning, they will do it them- 
selves without the collaboration 
ef labour, consumers or the 
government. They want the 
government restricted to the 
function ‘of a policeman or um- 
pire in enforcing private con- 
tracts but not to. be entrusted 
with the responsibility of pro- 
moting justice and the common 
good. 

The Other Extreme 

The second group reject total- 
ly this attitude of the individual- 
ists and rush to the other ex- 
treme. These latter desire to 
socialize all resources or estab- 
lish a state collectivity 

Either all property, as in pure 
Communism, or at least all pro- 
ductive property, 45 in pure 
Socialism, should be owned in 
by the community 
or by the State. The State or the 
community thereupon will en- 
gage through its bureaus and 
agencies in developing an elabo- 


rate system Of national economic 
planning

vision for the needs of all citizens 
so that there will be no surplus 
and no deficiency. This system 
would ignore human nature and 


the afore-mentioned group of 
individualists. 


In fact, experience indicates 
that where this system has been 
tried human beings are victim- 
ized in a manner and to an ex- 
tent even more disastrous. Per- 
secution is the logical and inevit- 
able result of such economic 
dictatorship. 


The Alternative 


Between these two extremes 
there is a “via media” completely 
consistent with Christian 
morality and with sound 
economic principles. It is mani- 
festly impossible to expect good 
economie order if wages, prices, 
working conditions, and the pub- 
lie § _are left to chance or 
to the haphazard methods of so- 
called free enterprise. “Free 
competition . . . cangpt be the 
ruling principle of the economic 
world.” Economic. supremacy 
can still less assume this func- 
tion of a true and effective guid- 
ing principle, “for this is a head- 
strong and vehement power, 
which, if it is to prove beneficial 
to mankind, needs to be curbed 
strongly: and ruled with prud- 
ence.” 

The true remedy will be found 
in accomplishing two reforms in 
our social order. In the first 
place there must be re-estab- 
lished some form of vocational 
groups which will bind men to- 
gether in society according to 
their respective occupations, thus 
creating a moral unity.. Second, 
there must be a reform of morals 
and a profound renewal of the 
Christian spirit which must pre- 
cede the social reconstruction. 

The social organism has been 
dismembered and broken up in- 
to fragments each seeking its 
own selfish interest instead of 
the common good of all : 

Until the organic nature of 
society is again recognized and 
re-established through voca- 
tional groups either, one-of two 
things must happen., The State 


must assume all responsibility, 
that is, become an absolute 
economic dictatorship or else 


the individual remains helpless, 
defenseless, and completely over- 
powered by those who enjoy 
eronomic supremacy

Not So Hot! 


Recently one of the unions at 
Kitimet had a long session with 
the management discussing a 35- 
cent-an-hour pay increase and a 
40-hour work. 

The comment of one of the 
workers on these discussions is 
noteworthy. He said: “An increase 
in pay is just what I need but 
my complaint has not been the 
rate of pay per hour but the 
few hours only which I am allow- 
ed to work at that-rate. On a 
rough calculation of 168 hours to 
a week I find I sleep 70 hours, 
line up for food 3% hours, eat 
food 7 hours, lie on my bed or 
have nothing to do for 40 hours 
and .work 48 hours. It will, there- 
fore, be easily understood why 
I do not wish to find myself 
working for 40 hours and flopping 
around unproductively tor 48 
hours per week. The only major 
commercial disadvantage of Kiti- 
mat to me is that the hours of 
work are not long enough and 
thereby follows ‘that the conse- 
quent pay cheque on an hourly 
basis is also insufficient.” 

Enforced idleness as a result 
of the 40-hour week must be par- 
ticularly unwelcome on projects 
‘like Kitimat and others in the 
remote places in Canada. Nor is 
enforced idleness really welcome 
in more populated centres — but 
in these places the workers can 
do something about it. In fact, 
the 40-hour week has created 4 
new class of workers known as 
“moonlighters.” These are men 
and women who. have two jobs. 
They do one job during the short 
workday ot the 40-hour week and 
have another job to occupy their 
evening hours

To obtain 
the best quality frozen’ foods it 
is mecessary to take certain pre- 
cautions in handling Most vege- 
tables and fruits are satisfactory 
for frozen preservation if har- 
vested at the peak of quality. 
This is usually when the vege- 
table or fruit would be gathered 
for table use 

Vegetables and fruit deteriot 
ate rapidly after harvesting, and 
so should be frozen as soon after 


picking as possible Thorough 
washing is necessary to remove 
soil and other foreign matter 
After washing the blanching 


and sealding of al! vegetables, ex 
cept rhubarb, is essential This 
treatment helps preserve the 
color and favour Uf vegetables 
are mot blanched. ‘deterioration 
making the frozen 
vegetable unpalatable. Blanching 
times shown in most bulletins or 
cookbooks refer to boiling tem

Peaches and apricots re- 
tain their colour and flavour bet- 
ter if one and one-half grams of 
ascorbic acid are dissolved in 
each. quart of cold syrup before 
packaging.

He’d been 
chewing tobacco steadily from 
the age of seven. John Riva, a 
broker from London, lived to be 
116. All his life he chewed cit- 
ron, bark. His wife bore him a 
child when he was 100. : 

Mrs, Sarah Taylor was the wife 
of a Norfolk farmer. To earn her 
keep when she was a widow, she 
worked on the farm till her 
death — at 107. Perhaps it was 

_also work that killed John Hart, 
of Haltem, Sussex. He was a 
blacksmith, aged 105 

Who would have wanted to kill 
Mrs. Elizabeth Hodson, of Scamp- 
ston, near York? Someone hacked 
her to death when she was 110. 
Mrs. Hilton, of Liverpool, hang- 
ed herself at 121 ~— maybe she 
thought she was going on for 
ever. 

Mrs. Jane Gray, of Artrep-Ru- 
den, in Essex, loved to travel, 
Shortly before her death she 
crossed Europe, only to come and 
die — aged 109. 

Near Cork there lived a sol- 
dier named Ames M’Donald who 
lived to be 117 and was seven 
feet six inches tall. 

One poor lady was not so for- 
tunate. Her house was consumed 
by fire when she was only ninety- 
six, At the time of her death she 
was mother, grandmothe, and 
great-grandmother of 104 chil- 
dren, And that is by no means 
the largest family. An epitaph 
could once be seen in the church- 
yard at Heydon, Yorkshire, with 
the following words: 

Here lies William Sturton, aged 
104, of Patrington, who died in 
1726. He had by his first wife 27 
children, by his second 17. He 
was the father of 44, grandfath- 
er of 56, and great-grandfather of 
51. In all 151 children. 

These, then, are some of Brit- 
ain’s centenarians. Records have 
been carefully kept showing 
that, while the southern climates 
have encouraged longevity, there 
have been amazingly active cen- 
tenarians in all parts of England. 
Take, for example, Laurence Es- 
mond, who went out riding a 
few days before his death, at 106, 
and Mrs. Stillian, of Battersea, 
who was still an active school- 
teacher when she died at 104. 

Perhaps Patrick O'Neil, who 
was married in 1760 at Clonmel], 
aged 113, to his seventh wife, was 
the most remarkable of all. He 
never drank anything stronger 
than plain ale, never ate meat 
(except when he gave his fam- 
ily a feast), would “rise and go 
to bed with the sun,” walked 
without crutches, went to church 
every Sunday, and never had an

By this time readers of this 
column will have seen press re- 
ports of the opening of the mu- 
seum at Elora. However, none of 
the ‘daily papers gave it the pub- 
licity it deserved because, as you 
know, the daily press has mur- 
ders, political issues, wars and 
peace settlements to cover and 
things that belong to yesterday 
are more or less crowded out. 
The weekly papers did a little 
better but of course they have 
their own community news to 
cover and so their space is limited 
too. So I wonder . . . would you 
like me to tell you a little more 
about the Elora Museum? I'll take 
a chance anyway 

Wellington County, as you may 


know, was celebrating its Cen-- 


tennial on July 16, 17 and 18, The 
opening of the museum at Elora 
was part of that celebration. Elora 
is only a small village but one 
of the loveliest in Ontario, It is 
the centre of a park development 
undertaken by the Grand Valley 
Conservation Authority. A trip 
to Elora has always been worth- 
while just to-see the magnificent 
rocks and limestone cliffs. Now 
there is an added attraction — 
the Museum. Considering the size 
of the village the enterprising 
citizens certainly had courage to 
undertake such a project. The 


. Museum is housed in what was 
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I I Oe 


once a store and is located right 
next to the new bridge. The build- 
ing has been painted and decor- 
ated throughout in a style en- 
tirely in keeping with its pur- 
pose. Board flooring was donated 
and laid down — not new floor 
ing but lovely old pine boards, 
sanded and polished. There are 
some wonderful old doors too that 
were also donated, 

But we had better start down 
in the basement and work up. 
The basement is large and roomy 
and in it we found a wonderful 
collection of old-time tools, for 
carpentry ahd for use around the 
farm. There were also farm fm- 
plements of the smaller type — 
@ cradle, a flail, ox-yokes, and 
of course there were pioneer 
kitchen pots, pans and skillet. Al- 
most everything had a descrip- 
tive label. Upstairs on the ground 
floor there were fire-arms, china, 
glass, carriage lanterns. coins, old 


furniture, marble fireplace and 
a beautifully ilustrated book, 
showing in picture form the his- 
tory of Elora since early. settie- 
ment. It was a wonderful book, 

Upstairs there was one targe 
room and.one smal! room. The 
amali rodm was furnished just 


as if it were a pioneer bedroom. 
It had a rope bed, complete with 
atraw tick and teather mattress 
Finely embroidered pillow shams, 
home-spun blankets, knitted quilt 
patchwork quilt, and spread out 
on the bed ready for my lady to 
retire was a nightgown 
complete with tucks and embroi 
dery, and of course long full 
#leeves. There was 4 commade 
chair, washstand with lovely old 
bedroom di and a beautiful

Perhaps some of 
the articles displayed may. have 


been used by Roswell Mathews 
and his two sons who were the 
first to clear the land. or by the 


family of Captain William Gilkin 
son who built the first house in 
the setticment. Every. dist} every 
tool had an intimate history that 


belonged anly to the people of 
Flora. Now instead of gathering 
dust in various® attics they are 
being cared for and shown to the 
public and will serve an exctilent 


educational purpose

accomplished in every county in 


Ontario. People who never think 
of visiting city museums might, 
at first for decency’s sake visit 
their own smal) loca’ museum 
Eventually they. would take a 
pride in the displa: nurt of 
their heritage.

One of the most interesting 
meetings we ever attended, was 
the farmer-labour conference, 
held last week in the MacDonald 
Hote! at Edmonton, Alberta. 
Over one hundred leading per- 

ities of Agriculture and La- 
bour had convened in closed ses- 
sion to freely discuss their wor- 
vies, problems and headaches. 

After Ae preliminary feel- 
ing out each other's position, 
the. two groups soon settled down 
to an objective and very matter 
of fact discussion of the relation- 
ship of farmers and labour. 

The first conclusion reached 
was that prosperity of one group 
was dependent on prosperity of 
the other, It was agreed that the 
considerably reduced pufchas- 
ing power of the farmers was at 
the root of increasing unemploy- 
ment in industry and that both 
reacted on each other. 

Two Panels 

The meeting further agreed 
that there were certain spheres 
in which tension between the 
two groups could develop which 
im the interest of both should be 
sep eg. in food process- 

g plants at times of price or 
wage negotiations. 

In view of the limited time at 
the disposal of the conference, it 
was decided to break up into two 
panel groups, each to discuss one 
ef these subjects for one hour 
and then to reconvene the plen- 
ary session for an exchange of 
views. 

The main result of the discus- 
sions was a recommendation for 
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closer cooperation between or- 
ganized labour and organized 
producers on a local level. It was 
found that worker and producer 
would fare better if they would 
coordinate their efforts to im- 
prove working conditions and in- 
crease financial returns. 
Cooperative Action 

It was repotted by representa- 
tives from British Columbia. and 
Nova Scotia that in these two 
provinces starts had already been 
made*and joint committees ¢s- 
tablished. As the first field in 
which attempts at cooperative ac- 
tion should be made, the dairy 
and the fruit and vegetable can- 
ring industries were mentioned. 
It was decided to contact the 
labour and farmer organizations 
concerned and to work towards 
the establishment of farmer- 
labour coordinating committees 
in these industries, on a regional 
basis. 

The meeting also found that 
one of the main reasons of mis- 
understandings between the two 
groups was lack of information. 
To close the gap, a permanent 
committee was appointed which 
brought in as its first recom- 
mendations a) the exchange of 
speakers. b) the holding of reg- 
ional conferences at regular in- 
tervals. 

Hopefully we shall watch for 


further developments. This col-.

Britain Moves Out 
~ Of Famous Canal 


Just below Port Said a giant 
of the French engineer 
Ferdinand de Lesseps towers 
above the salt marshes of Men- 
malash. Beyond to the south a 
ribbon of his handiwork shim- 

in the distance until swal- 
ed in the desért haze. 


Millions upon millions of tons 
ef shipping carrying uncounted 
wealth have threaded this link 
between the Mediterranean and 
the Red Sea in the 85 years since 
the Suez Canal was opened. On 
Nov. 12, 1869, its inauguration 
was, celebrated with Oriental 
pomp and pageantry in the pre- 
gence of many crowhed heads, 
who were far more numerous 
then than now. That epochal 
event marked the fruition of one 
of mankind’s oldest and boldest 
dreams 


The canal had its forerunners 
in ancient times. First the 
Pharaohs and later the Romans 
devised and operated a circuitous 
waterway between the seas via 
the Nile delta, but this filled up 


aye? 


with sand long ago. The idea of 
a direct route across the Isthmus 
of Suez was first seriously con- 
sidered by the Venetians in hopes 
of relieving the growing pres- 
sure of competition from the 
Atlantic seafaring nations for the 
trade and wealth of the Orient. 


Realization of this proj 
\might have saved Venice fro 
decline ‘and ‘ultimate downfall. 

Napoleon revived the plan and 
actually had ground surveyed. 
But not till the second half of 
the 19th century did another 
Frenchman actually start dig- 
gink, having first cut his wa 
through political and financia 
obstacles quite as formidable as 
the natural barrier he proposed 
té pierce. 


The completed canal was not 
only a tribute to de Lesseps’ 
vision, courage and sheer persist- 
ence. In a broader sense it was 
a triumph for private initiative, 
as the capital which financed the 
venture was subscribed by pri- 
vate investors, who thus became

During more than threescore 
and ten years of occupancy, 
though always looked upon as an 
uninvited intruder by the Egyp- 
tians, Tommy Atkins in his 
khaki became as much an integ- 
ral part of the logal scene as local 
inhabitants in their flapping 
galabeas, as dusty mud villages, 
acraggey wind-scorched palms, 
shifting sand ridges, and ships 
gliding through the canal at a 
top speed of six knots, writes 
Edmund Stevens, Chief of the 
Mediterranean News Bureau, 
Christian Science Monitor. 
Ismailia was transformed from 
just another mud village inte a 
restful oasis of western civiliza- 


_ tion and amenities, with spacious 


billets for officers and other 
ranks, clubs set in cool green 
lawns in the shade of date palms, 
and tennis: courts and cricket 
veers for those steadfast 
nglishmen who refused to let 
sweltering -desert heat cheat 
them of their accustomed forms 
of exercise. 


Only once during World War | : 


did fighting actually reach the 
canal when a Turko-German 
force tried to capture the_rail- 
way bridge at El Qantara. They 
were repulsed by an Anglo- 
Egyptian force under Allenby. 
Canal traffic was interrupted for 
one day only—the day of battle. 

While the Suez Canal has 
played a major role in almost 
every war since it was opened, 
it achieved its culminating stra- 
tegic importance in World War 
Il. During the period when pas- 
sage through the western Medi- 
terranean war virtually closed to 
Allied ships other than heavily 
armed naval units, supplies and 


reinforcements for the entire 
mideast theatre, including 
British forces in the western 


desert, carne by the reverse route 


‘around Africa, up the Red Sea, 


and through the canal to Port 
Said and Alexandria, 


Axis power in the area concen- 


trated its ‘main efforts on the 
canal. which was within con- 
venient striking distance of its 
bases in Dodecanese and Crete. 
Night after night planes came 
over and dropped not bombs but 
mines into canal lanes, hoping 


vessels would hit them and sink, 
thereby blocking the channe} 


oo.

It was a battle of wits and in- 
genuity between rival techni- 
cians.. After every raid defend- 
ing forces would drag the canal 
for mines. Those which floated 
on the surface were . compare- 
tively easy to detect and deto- 
nate 

Accordingly, atta¢kers resorted 
to mines which would first go to 
the bottom and lie there for a 
period until sweeping operations 
had ceased. Sometimes, especially 
in the early period of the war, 
they scored successes, and. the 


canal was clogged for as much” 


as 10 days. 


But as the war dragged on the 
defenders improved their detec- 
tion. 
North African fighting there was 
virtually no interference with 
canal traffic, for by then the 
Germans badly needed their 
planes elsewhere, 


Because of its vulnerability to 
nuclear weapons, never again is 
the canal likely to play as im- 
portant a strategic role as it did 
in World War Il. This, in fact, 
is one of the main arguments 
used by the British Government 
to justify the present agreement 
to pull out. While this is largely 
valid, it by no means tells the 
full story. 

In the past, in peacetime no 
less than in war, the Suez Canal 
was the vital’ crossroads of the 
British Empire—the gateway to 
India, Burma, and other lands 
now independent. 

Today the empire as such no 
longer exists. New relationships 
between Britain and its former 
colonies and dominions no longer 
require this form of physical con- 
tact to enforce and reinforce 
them. Thus Britain’s basic ex- 
cuse and. incentive for holding 
onto the Suez Canal is no longer 
valid, especially in the face of 
rising Egyptian nationalism. 

During the next few months 
until they go the British officers 


and troops can hold social 
gatherings in Ismailia without 
posting sentries with poised 
tommyguns to guard all ap- 


proaches lest some local terror- 
ist try to toss in a hand grenade 
or spray the interior with bullets. 
The state of siege is being called 
off, the barbed wire disentangled 
and roadblocks removed Sol- 
diers and civilians. alike sleep 
easier. 

But nobody, including — the 
British themselves, seriously 
think they will ever come back, 
even through the loopholes pro- 
vided in the agreement—in case 
of attack. on the Arab states or 
on Turkey. For once the troops 
have departed, the remaining in- 
stallations and equipment soon 
will be disposed of by that size-

How Can I ? 


Q. How can I prevent sticki- 
nesss of a waxed floor? 
A. Try washing up the floor 


with ice water after waxing it, 
and then go over the floor with 


a dry cloth. If this does not help, 
it is proably due to the fact that 
the varnish has not dried proper- 
ly. 

Q. How can I remove grease 
from trousers or other fabric? 

A. Saturate with turpentine; 
then place the spot between two 
pieces of blotting paper and press 
a hot iron over damaged part a 
few minutes. 

Q. How can I make lavender 
sachets? 

‘A. By mixing sixteen ounces 
of lavender flowers, four ounces 
gum benzoin, and two drams 
oil of lavender. 


How can I make a pineapple | 


plant? 

A. Cut off the top of a pine- 
apple and place in a glass jar, 
with water. It will soon take 
root. Then place it in a flower 
pot, and the result will be a 
pretty, inexpensive plant. 

Q. How often should the lawn 
be watered? 

A. During a dry spell of weath- 
er it is far preferable to soak 
the lawn thoroughly every two 
or three ‘days, than to sprinkle 
it lightly every day. 

Q. How can I remove water 
spots from varnished furniture? 

A. By: rubbing the surface 
with a cloth or feather dipped in 
camphor oil 

Q. How can I distribute the 
wear of a rug? . 

A. When taking up a rug for 
cleaning, turn it around before 
replacing it and the wear will 
be distributed. So place a safety 
pin in a certain corner, that you

corner of the room. 
Q. How can I remove tar stains 
from fabric? 
A. Rub a little lard, kerosene, 
sweet oil,or butter on the spots;

it’s pickling time once again and here, ladies, are some hints 
that I'm sure you'll find helpful in solving your problems. No 
recipes, but just general information well worth reading. 


Whys and Wherefores of, Pick- 
fing Problems: 

Hollowed pickles are caused 
by using products that are too- 
old, or allowing produce .to stand 
too long before 
brining. 

Slippery pickles are caused by 
letting pickles rise above the 
brine or from using too weak a 
brine. 

Shrivelled pickles are due to 
too hot or too strong a brine, or 
an excess of alum, if it has been 
used. Too much sugar also 
causes shrivelling. 

Soft pickles may be the result 
of too weak a brine, of vinegar 
that is too weak to prevent 
growth of micro-organisms, of 
products that aren't fresh. If 


7 overcook pickles they will 
soft. 


They will soften too, 
if they are stored in too warm 
@ place, or if they have been al- 
lowed to rise above the surface 
of the brine or vinegar. 

Though sunny summer days 
may kon you now, you'll be 
glad of the few hours you sacri- 
fice to pickling. For when the 
winds howl, you can 
proudly pass the pickles, be it 
a budget-blessing meal or a 
gourmet’s delight. And in your 
pickles, you ¢an count on dry 
mustard to add zest and liven up 
the flavor. For such fine flavor- 
ed treats, choose from a number 
of pungent products such 4s 
chilis, relishes, ketchups, spicy 
sauces, and the many favored 
variations of wonderful home- 
made mustard pickle ... Mmm! 

Pickles, Parcels and Pin Money 
_.. When putting pickles and rel- 
ishes into their sterilized jars, 
why not “do” a sampling of each 
batch in small jars of interesting 
shape. These can then be decor- 
ated with glaze paints, giving 
vent to youf artistic urges, The 
gay bottles will serve a term in 
some decorative and practical 
capacity, long after the pickles 
themselves are but a gastrono- 
mic memory.

Develop your own special- 
ties by adding different spices or 
vegetables to basic recipes 
Vinegar: Always use high grade 
vinegar, Which variety to use? 
Darker-coloured ~ cider vinegar, 
with its mellow flavour, adds a 
certain something to flavour of

Salt: Pure coarse salt is a must 
for pickling . . . keeps the liquid 
from going cloudy. Table salt is 
a pickling outcast. 

Spices: Palate-pleasing pickles 
pick prime flavour from fresh 
spices. Be sure you use fresh 


spices. Best results in pickles are 


achieved by simmering fresh 
whole spices, tied loosely in a 
cheesecloth or muslin bag, in the 
pickling solution, then removing 
spice bag before bottling. Though 
many prefer ground spices for 
pungent. chili sauces and relishes, 
they do darken the product. Don’t 
go overboard with spices, bitter 
speipen may result from asing 
téoe much. spice, or boiling spices 
too Jong with the vinegar. : 

Sugar: Granulated sugar is the 
most popular, though brown su- 
gar is beloved by many prize- 
winning picklers for mustard 
variation, curry pickles and simi- 
lar ucts. A heavy hand with 
sugar can have sad results... 
too much sugar causes pickles 
to shrivel. . 

As in the days of our grand- 
mothers and great-grandmamas, 
home life today is looking more 
and more to the kitchen as the 
centre of activity, as witness the 
latest trend in kitchen design. 
Why not take another leaf from 
the old family album—As grand- 
mother did, take advantage of 
all that good flavour and nutri- 
tive value, in surplus fresh gar- 
den produce by preserving vege- 
tables in coarse salt. It’s a safe 
and sure method if you follow 
the simple steps. 

To Preserve Vegetables in 
Coarse Pickling Salt: 
Beans—1 Ib. coarse salt to 4 

Ibs. beans. 

Peas—1 lb. coarse salt to 5 Ibs. 
peas. 

Corn—1 Ib. coarse salt to 4 Ibs. 
corn. 

Method: Blanch vegetables 3 
mins. at simmering temperature 
(180 deg. F.) Chill quickly in ice 
cold water. Vegetables must be 
cooled to lukewarm (60 deg. F.) 
before salting. Drain thoroughly. 
Pack with a layer of coarse salt 
first on the bottom of the crock, 
then a layer of vegetables, and 
so on, until full, ending with 
layer of salt. A clean wooden 
cover should then be applied and 
weighted down with heavy ob- 


ject. In a few days brine will 
form. Make sure brine covers 
vegetables. They will keep in 
this manner indefinitely. When 
ready to use, soak overnight in 
fresh water. Cook in usual man 
ner,

Here's the solution te a com- 
mon pickling peeve — removing 
the pesky-clinging skins from 
tiny pickling onions. To ease the 
chore, pour boling water over 
the small, silverskin onions; 
stand until cool; drain; cover 
with cold water; drain again. 
Snip off root and tip end, then 
slip off skins. Now your onions 
are ready for brining in pure 
coarse pickling salt, to give them 
the desirable crisp quality .. . 
Helps them to keep their pure 
white colour too. 

Brining is a basis step in pre- 
paration of many pickles — basic 
and most important, for this 
soaking helps keep vegetables 
firm during succeeding pickling 
processes, also reduces bitterness. 
It is the preparation cue for crisp 
cucumber and dill pickles and 
their many relatives. A word of 
caution: best proportions for 
pickling brine — 1 cup ‘coarse 
pickling salt to 8 cups water. 
Remember — too strong a brine 
causes shrivelling, too weak a 
brine results in slippery pickles. 

Cantaloupe, Cookie Cutters and 
Cold Cuts: Some of your tiniest 
most prettily-shaped cookie cut- 
ters will do the shaping job for 
delicately spiced pickles that are 
wonderful winter menu comple- 
ment for cold cuts, second-day 
meat dishes, sandwiches and the 
like. The sweet, pulpy part of 
cantaloupe is a perfect medium 
for a variation ‘on your favour- 
ite watermelon pickle recipe. 
Just substitute the gaily-shaped 
cantaloupe pieces for the water- 
melon rind in any tried and true 
recipe. 

Storage Story: Store pickles in 
clean, glass jars, sealers or 
crocks, You. don’t need wax. Just 
make sure pickles are sealed air- 
tight, or if stored in crocks, that 
they are kept below surface of 
liquid or vinegar solution to pre- 
vent them from going mouldy. 
Weigh pickles down by placing 
on top a plate or wooden board 
which will fit inside the crock— 
a clean stone or other weight 
may also be used. 

Pickle-Making Mechanics: In 
this machine age, proper tools are 
prime requisites for a job well 
done. ‘Tis true of pickling pro- 
cedure too, The kitchen “me- 


‘chanic” should use glass, pottery, 


or enamel vessels for soaking 
pickles and should cook them in 
enamel, aluminum, or stainless 
steel] pots. The reason — vinegar 
and salt will react with iron, 
copper and brass, causing discol- 
oration, Grandmother used a 
wooden spoon for stirring and 
it’s still good today. If you -in- 
sist on being “modern,” best stick 
to stainles steel or aluminum. 

Quality Clues for Perfect 
Pickles: Concentrate on one type 
of pickles at a pickling session. 
Don’t rush pickles. Small quan- 
tities at a time also spell pickle 
perfection, particularly for the 
novice. 

Here is a dependable and de- 
licious mustard pickle dressing 
to add after vegetables are pre- 
pared, brined and drained. Com- 
bine 1 cup Qour, 6 tbsp. dry mus- 
tard, 1 tbsp. turmeric, blend in 
enough cold vinegar to make a 
smoot paste. Blend in 2 cups 
(heat- 
ed), 2. quarts in all; then boil 
unt.) *%sickened and smooth. 

Pick a peck of pickling pro- 
ducts then prepare in the way of 
the experts. Select clean, f-esh 
firm produce — good quality 
fruit, young tender vegetables.

FRANCE’S MENDES - FRANCE 
“THE IMPATIENT MAN” 


(First of Two Dispatches) 
By LEON DENNEN 
NEA Staff Correspondent” 

Paris (NEA)—Pierre Mendes- 
France is one Frenchman in a 
very great hurry. 

The dynamic 47-year-old 
Premier i s convinced-—-now more 
than—ever—that only one man 
can save unhappy and battle- 
searred France from disaster. 
That man is, of course, Mendes- 
France. 

e real miracle is that a grow- 
ing number of people agree with 
him. Fatalistic France, which 
saw governments rise and fall 


without even lifting an eyebrow; 


is willing, it seems, to give the 
young Premier at least a fight- 
ing chance. 

There is no doubt about it. The 
disgruntled French found in the 
little squat man with the sleek 
dark hair, broken nose and win- 
ning smile something long denied 
them—leadership. 

To the unemployed but hope- 
ful intellectual, Mendes-France 
is the Franklin D. Roosevelt of 
France. 

To the man-in-the-street, he is 
the only French politician who 
ever kept his promise. 

Said a Reriault machinist who, 
like most Europeans, lives in 
mortal fear of an atomic war: 
“At least Mendes-France brought 
an end to la sale guerra (dirty 
war) in Indo-China,” ; 

A member of the pro-Catholic 
M.R.P., a strong political oppon- 


"ent of the Premier, told me: 


“The Indo-China wound which 
bled France white for eight years 
wil not heal soon. But at least 
it is now being cauterized and 
bound up.” 

The MRP. Deputy added 
sadly: “France will always back 
the man who does not want to 
fight.” 

Since the: last war France has 
lived in a state of moral para- 
lysis—which is not entirely liv- 
ing. The people grumbled and 
waited. Someone had to decide 
not to wait any longer. Someone 
had to arouse France from her 


stagnation and inertia—the two 
devouring diseases from which 
the country suffers. 

It was thus that Menges- 
France, almost unknown = six 
months ago, became practically

An ‘austere man himself—Men- 
des-France ‘does not smoke, 
drink, dance or gorge—he now. 
seeks to inject a dose of austerity 
into ‘the lives of the fun-loving 
French. ; 

Reculer pour mieux sauter, say 
the French, (Take a step back- 
ward so as to jump better.) This 
in effect is what Mendes-France 
is now proposing to the people. 

In his view, there is something 
mad about a country where the 
government gives millions -to 
subsidize the production of al- 
cohol while children die of cold 
in shacks exposed to the «four 
winds. 

There is something profouridly 
wrong when 7,000,000 citizens— 
one-sixth of France’s population 
—are housed, in miserable cir- 
cumstances. And while France 
has proportionately one-fifth of 
the .automobiles that there are 
in the U.S., she has hardly one- 
fiftieth of the bathrooms, wash- 
ing machines or television sets. 

The country is living in an eco- 
nomic dream-world, Mendes- 
France warns. With one eye on 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, the man 
the young Premier admires most, 
he wants the French to take a 
step backward so as to be able 
to live all the better in the end. 

One thing is certain. Some- 
thing profound has happened in 
France in recent weeks. One 
man set it off — an unorthodox 
politician. and ecobnomist who 
believes that the country must 
be modernized and has the 
courage to say it. 

“The age of political giants ™ 
past,” Gen. de Gaulle is said_to 
have remarked recently. 

Disgruntled and frustrated, he 
retired to his secluded estate at 
Colombey -le-Deux-Eglises to 
dream about France's grandeur 
and past glory. 

Pierre Mendes - France, the 
General's wartime comrade-in- 
arms, stayed to tackle the diffi- 
cult job.

In previous lessons we have 
studied how Bible study, prayer, 
worship and. self-discipline ar¢ 
necessary for the growth of @
